The 
rest has been peace and nation building 
and prosperity. Now, the Canadian con- 
tingent was scarcely upon the line before 
they behaved at Hill 60. 

A tortnight later, and while they still 
ranked as raw troops,“ the fertunes of 
war brought them a supreme test of 
valor.

He sold his interest 
in the publication in 1897. 


The firm of Stone & Kimball was suc- 


ceeded by the firm of Herbert S. Stone &

shed it. 

He married in Baltimore, Md., on Dec. 
12, 1900, Mary Grigsby McCormick. Theit 
children are Herbert Stuart Creighton, 
Mary Eleanor McCormick, and Melvin 
Bdward III.
